Times.

nal, had been hailed by leading 


| scientists as holding the promise of 
revolutionizing all present methods 
| of power production, and ushering

The Admiralty said that British 
transports were untouched by Ger- 
man plane attacks and it was added 
that two German planes had been 
shot down during withdrawal oper- 
ations. 

The Afridi one of 16 new 
destroyers of the big Tribal class 
with normal complements of be- 
tween 190 and 226 men-—depending 
on their class of s¢rvice as ordinary 
destroyers, flotilla leaders or squad- 
leaders. The Afridi was com- 
pleted in May 1938. 

In its communique, the Admir-

Benito sent birthday greetings to axis- 
partner Adolf, which the latter naturally 
enough construed into an expression of 
hope and confidence that he will win the 
war, But the fluster over, if the Fuehrer 
cons the message with cold regard to what 
it really says he will have trouble finding 
just where it expresses either of the sup- 
posed sentiments. It was in fact a pretty 
tactfully-worded missive, which commit- 
ted Benito to nothing while leaving Adolf 
free to read into it anything he wanted to. 

What Premier Mussolini said he hoped 
was that “The German people will victori- 
ously stand the great test under which it 
has been placed.” This is much like a note 
one writes to a distressed friend, convey- 
ing a wish that he may be given fortitude 
with which to bear the loss of happiness 
and the blighting of hopes. It doesn’t say 
Benito expects Adolf will succeed in his 
enterprise, nor remotely hint the possibil- 
ity that the writer may give him any help. 
Il Duce might on occasion and without 
compromising his neutrality send a mes- 
sage in the same tone to King George or 
President Lebrun. 


Fancies And Facts 


In the absence of official statements 
the outside world was dependent for news 
of the proceedings in Norway last week 
mainly on despatches from Stockholm. In 
the light of subsequent announcements 
from official sources a good many of these 
despatches read as though they had been 
compiled by Dr. Goebbels or one of his 
assistants, which probably was the case. 
Whoever it was represented the Allied 
troops as having abondoned Norway with- 
out the knowledge of the Norwegian com- 
mander, and said the deserted Norwegian 
authorities had sued for peace with Ger- 
many, thereby taxed his imagination to a 
degree unlikely unless he was getting 
paid for the wear and tear. At best he 
relayed rumors without properly identify- 
ing them as rumors. Readers will do well 
to keep the salt-shaker handy when they 
peruse future Stockholm despatches about 
the Norwegian campaign. 

The facts as disclosed in the official 
statements are that the withdrawal was 
made with the full knowledge of the 
Norwegian commander, and that he and 
Kihg Haakon accompanied the departing 
troops for northern Norway. It is further 
stated that considerable numbers of Nor- 
wegian forces also embarked on the trans- 
ports, “all the Norwegian troops which 
Norway's high command decided could be 
best employed elsewhere.” 

So far from “deserting” the Nor- 
wegian forces, the Allied forces shifted 
to new fighting ground along with them. 
The operation, it is noted, was carried out 
without losses, despite furious attacks by 
Nazi borabers on the embarkation points. 
That will go down in the records as a 
masterly piece of generalship.

The Ships That Remain 


The alternate straffing and crooning 
of the Italian papers and certain of Il 
Duce’s vocalists has produced one result. 
It has won for Italy a measure of positive 
suspicicn at London and Paris. Enough 
that British merchant ships steaming to 
and from the Far East will abandon the 
Mediterranean route and make the longer 
trip around Africa. It is ironic that this 
precaution against a possible Mussolini 
decision to stake Italy on Herr Hitler's 
gamble comes at a time when the Musso- 
lini press has been staging one of its coo- 
ing turns, while his ambassador in London 
has been angling for a new trade agree- 
ment with Britain. Apparently it is 
thought that Benito’s’ gentler moods are 
the times he most needs watching. 

For the time, and to this degree, the 
claim that the Middle Sea should be an 
Italian lake is being conceded. But that 
the news will be welcome at Rome is doubt- 
ful. Italy profits from the passage of Bri- 
tish and other foreign ships through the 
Mediterranean. They bring passengers 
and freight to Italian ports, and take tour- 
ists and Italian products away. This busi- 
ness the Italian harbor and related inter- 
ests will lose, at a time when trade is slack 
and they need all they can pick up. The 
order also suggests the outlook is not 
good for Mussolini getting the trade 
agreement he so much wants, and the 
privilege of running cargoes of copper and 
cotton past Gibraltar with less “diffi- 
culty” from the Allied contraband control 
officers. 

The order applies to merchant ships 
only. Allied warships will continue to do 
business in the Mediterranean, of what- 
ever kind the circumstances require. I 
Duce will note the point, and the direct 
significance of their continued presence 
there while the merchant ships are told to 
Stay out of a possible danger zone. 


Commissioner Wood of the R.C.M.P.

tage that can be put down to enemy 
agents.” The public should keep that of- 
ficial declaration in mind at a time when 
the atmosphere is peculiarly favorable for 
the growth of suspicions and rumors.

- The Passing Show

Prospect for a new market for Alberta coal 
is opened up by discussions now taking place 
at the coast for the establishment of a steel 
mill. Commercial interests opposed to any 
change in the “Pittsburgh plus freight” system 
have long retarded the establishment of a steel 
industry in British Columbia, 
but the opportunity to build 
steel freighters has revived 
the demand. There are ample 
deposits of magnetite on the coast. In fact the 
U.S. battleship Oregon and the U.S. cruiser 
Washington were built of steel from Texada 
Island ore, smelted in the Irondale smelter neat 
Seattle. After the vessels were built the U.S. 
Steel Corporation brought up the Irondale plant 
and junked it. British ironmasters some years 
ago offered to build a steel mill on the coast, if 
promised protection at Ottawa against a price 
war with U.S. Steel. The American corpora- 
tion at that time had sufficient influence at 
Ottawa to prevent the promise being given. 

Freighters built of steel plates and channels 
on the Pittsburgh plus freight price are too 
costly for any but war needs. With a steel mill 
on the coast a permanent shipbuilding industry 
could be established. A coast smelter too, would 
end the anomaly of B.C. ores being smelted in 
United States, and copper and other munitions 
from Canadian ores being shipped to Vladi- 
vostok en route for Germany, to kill Canadian 
soldiers, Also it would open up a large market 
for Alberta smelting coals,

Though she was 
offered huge amounts by publishers to disclose 
her memories and secrets of the Austrian court, 
She refused to become wealthy by writing her

Hint to Mussolini 


Following a two-day session in Paris the 
Allied Supreme Council put out a statement 
which included this: 

‘Timely fulfilment of the undertakings of 
the Allies and the common defence of their 
interests against any hostile action.” 

Mr. Mussolini, in Rome, will read this, know 
exactly what it means, He will understand that 
if Italy should join Germany, or even lay a hand 
upon Yugoslavia, an Allied army under Wey- 
gand will move in the Near East, an Allied fleet 
move in the Mediterranean. 

That for an Italy which is vulnerable on all 
fronts, which lacks coal, iron and oil, might not 
be so good. 

Not that the Allies have any quarrel with 
Italy. On the contrary, Premier Reynaud of 
France stated only last week that the Allies 
would be glad to discuss Italy's claims, What 
is really in mind, and what Italy must reckon 
with, is that Mussolini must not imagine he can 
go to the side of Hitler without thought of the 
consequences.—Ottawa Journal, 


Financing the War 


There are two predominating reasons why 
the government is seeking to finance the initial 
costs of the present war through the resources 
of small investors. The first one is to offer to as 
many Canadians as possible the opportunity to 
help the allied cause with their financial back- 
ing, which will be recognized with a liberal rate 
of interest on the money used until it is re- 
turned. The government needs money, and 
knowing whoever lends it to them will receive 
a substantial financial benefit for the use of it, 
offers this benefit to a broad cross section of 
Canadians. No class of investor is being given 
an exclusive privilege to finance the war and 
receive interest benefits. 

Yet there is another and more imaginative 
reason for seeking the funds of small investors 
for war financing. No one knows how long this 
war will last. The longer it does extend the 
greater and more commanding will be its de- 
mands on the financial resources and credit of 
the country. Canadians with small savings are 
not usually the class of citizen who invest their 
money in bonds. Most of their extra money is 
usually deposited in a savings bank account. If 
the government can attract this money for pur- 
chasing of war bonds there yet remains for fu- 
ture possible financing the money that is nor- 
mally acessible through the bond “market.” 

The government in effect is tapping financial 
resources that are not normally considered to be 
attracted to bonds as an avenue of investment. 
As Canada charts its way into this war it does 
so under the direction of astute and capable 
leadership which is painstaking in its effort to 
obtain the maximum of financial backing— 
Winnipeg Free Press.
